lory of this kingdome is almolt viretly decayed, by rea- ' 
Poke the Turke,who partly by policy &partly by force, 
doth now poſſeſſe the greateit part ofir.Sorthat the people 
are fled from thence, and the Chriſtians which remaine 
there, are mmiſerable ſeryirude : Notwithfianding, ſome 
part of Pannonia / Mar yet belogtoChuiltendome. 

That cornerof Germanie which lieth neereſt to Hun- 
garic,is called A»ſtria,whichisan Archdukedome. From 
which houſe are come many ofthe Princes of Germany, 
and of other parts of Europe:ſo that the Crowne imperiall 
of Germanic, is now tied to ſome one ofthis houſe. 

In this countrie tandeth Yiemnathat noble citie, which 
3s now the principall Bulwarke of all Chriſtendome a- 

ainſtthe Turke : from whence Solimon was repelled by 

erdinandus King of Hungarie, in thetime of the Empe- 
rour Charles the 4 It. was inthis countrie, that Richard 
the firit King of Exg/and,in his returne fromthe holy land, 
was-taken priſoner by the Archduke of Auſtria, and fo put 
to a grieuous raunſome. The Archduke that now iy the 
King of Spaine, is appointed in the place ofthe Dukc'of 
Parma,as gouemour ofthe low countries. Through both 
Auſtria and Hungarie doth ranne the mightie river Danwu- 
buu, as through Germany,doth runne the Rheine,whereon 
groweth Yinum Rhenanum,comonly called Rheniſh wine.

From Grecse in olde time, did almoſt all famous things 
come. Theſe, were they that made the warre againſt 
Troy. That refilted Xgrxes the mightic King of Perſia. 
That had the famaus Law-makers : as Solon in Athens, 
and Licurgus in Lacedemon. That tooke away the Mo- 
narchie from the Perſians, That brought forth the famous 
Captaines: as Themiltocles, Miltiades, Alexander,.and 
_ other that were the anthors of ciuilitic vnto the 

Welterne nations: and to ſome in the Eaft: as Afa the 
lefſe, that gaueto Italy and tothe Romaines the firit light 
of learning : becauſe fromthem aroſe the firlt Pocts : as 
Homer, Hefiodus, Sophocles, and divers others. The 
great Philoſophers, Spcrates, Plato, Arittotle, ang all the 
Sects of the Academicks, Stoicks, Peripateticks , Epi- 
cureans,and almoſt all their ſchollers. The great Oratours 
Demoſthenes, and Eſchines, and in one word (the Ma- 
thematiks excepted, which came rather from the Cat 
dears, and the Egiptians) the whole floure of Artes and

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This Godfrey ruled'in Ieruſalem by the name of a. 
Duke: bYhis ſucceſlours afterhim, forthe ſpace of fixe 
ſcore yeares, called themſelues Kings of leruſalem:about 
whichtime,Saladine who called himſclfe King ofe£ ge, 
andefathe lefſe, did win it from the Chriltians: for the 
recovery whereof, Richardthe firlt, King of England,co- 
gether with the French King, and the Kiag of Sica, did 
goin perſon with their ariniesto Ierufalem :but although 
they wonne many thiages fromthe Infidels, yetthe cyde 
was,thatthe Sarazens didretaine the holy land. 4

accompt Mahometto beethe greateft Prophet thatcuer 
came into the world : ſaying thatthere were three greate 
Prophets : Moſes, Chriſt , and Mahomet ; as the doc- 
trine of Moſes was bettered by Chriſt: ſois the dorine'of 
Chriſt amended by Mahomet. Inthis reſpeR, as we rec- 
konthe computation of our yeares, from the incarnation 
of Chriſt ſo the Sarazens accompt theirs, from the time of 
Mahomet. The Turks,whoſe fame began now about 3 00. 
yeares fince, haue embraced the opinions and religion of 
the Sarazens, concerning Mahomet.

Among theſe, the Spanyards partly by force; but eſpeci- 
ally by perfidious treaſon, did get ipfinite ſoinmes of gold 
and pearle, wherwith being allured,and hoping for more: 


by reaſonthata great parte hereof, lyeth yaderthe Zone 


They have here and there ſcatteringly vpon the ſea- 
coaltes,ſet yp ſome Townes and Calttles : but are not able 
to poſſeſſe almolt any thing of the land. Neither haue 
they: as yet, ciſcoucred the inward partes thereof. Some of 
thele'S] defirous forts: ſce hoy farre thiglandof 
Peru did goe towardes the South, traucliled done till-at 
lengththeyfounde thelands end, & alittle Rraight orrrar- 
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rowſea: which did runne from the maine Ocea town 
found this ſtraight: andalthough it be dangerous, paſſed 
thorowe it: ſo thatofhisname, itis called; Fretum Mage- 
lanicum , orMagilanus ſtraightes. And this is the wayes 
whereby , asthe Spanyards.doe paſſe tothe back-fide of 
Pere , and Fhſhania nona. So, whoſeuer will compaſſe 
the whole world, as ſome of our Engliſhhaue done: He 
muſt ofneceſſitic , for any thing that is yet knowne, paſſe 
thorowe this narrowe ſtraight. 

Magellanus did finde on the other fide towardes the 
Pole, the maine continent: which alſo the Portingales in 
their yoyagesto the Eaſt Iyajer,haue ſometimes bene dri- 
uenynto: whereof nothing is diſcouered. Butthat in one 
place they did ſee aboundance of Parats,and greater then 
ordinarie : whereofthey did call it Phittacorwm regio. 

This is Pang tobe amightic huge countrie, contey-= 
ning in compalſſe all the x7 of longitude, inthe con- 
tinentthereof: and ſuppoſedto goe vnto the South pole-: 
By reaſon that noſeais yet etobreake in, orbreake 
through the ſame. 

There be alſo deſcribed by ſome of our late writers, 
certaine great Landes towardes the North-pole. Andour 
Fas, org: their Nauigations, haue touched Groxe- 

: butthe nature of them, and wither they be ſuch, 
and ſo many as isreported, is not certainely knowne. 
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
